He was 
taken to the hospital after 
police found the actor at his 
West Los Angeles apartment. 


A spokesman for the Los

said it wss believed to be an 
apparent suicide try because 
a gun was found near Prinze.

Ji'lYoung criminals once were treated 
•.the: same way as adult offenders. 
Ofpuths convicted of crimes were put in 
-prison alongside older convicts, with. 
"710" distinctions made as to age, 
background or offense. Probation 
•originated as a means of aiding 
youthful or first offenders, as society. 
became aware that young delinquents 
often grew up to commit more serious 
crimes. Almost simultaneously "in 
Boston, Mass., and Birmingham, 
England, in the 1840s, magistrates 
began imposing only token sentences 
oft young persons and placing them in 
the'custody of their parents or masters 
for supervision. 
, The juvenile court system developed 
'around the turn of the century. In 1899 ' 
Minnesota enacted the first law 
. providing for separate juvenile proba- 
tion. Illinois passed a similar measure 
the same year. A special court for of- 
fenders through the age of 16 was es- 
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tablished in Chicago about the same 
time, with delinquents placed under 
the'supervision of probation officers 
but allowed to live at home. "The 
juvenile court caused a transformation 
of the probationary system from a 
local to a national institution," stated 
a Library of Congress report. 


But after decades of experimenting 


with various ways of dealing with . 
young criminals, there still is no sa- 
tisfactory 
solution. Juveniles — 


especially young men — still commit 
most of the crimes, youths still are 
most likely to become repeat of- 
fenders, and the juvenile justice sys- 


, tem nationwide still is the object of 


criticism and concern. A myriad of 
reasons have been advanced to explain

WASHINGTON - It is said 


that Gary Gilmore died as he 
wished, on his terms, without 
regrets — perhaps even in dig- 
nity — if there can be dignity in 
beiag shot by strangers. In do- 
ing so be has created a new 
romance for, and a new interest 
in, the execution chamber. In- 
deed, some of us may now feel 
better about the process. 


But Gilmore was odd and his 


drama was isolated. There is no 
theater [or most condemned 
men. nor do any of them except 
the demented want to die. If the 
Gilmore atrocity is to be a per- 
manent American regression, 
we should have no illusions 
about it.

The silver sugar bowl was a

Woman Issue 
Divides Church 


NEW YORK (AP) - The Va­ 
tican’s new rebuff to ordination 
of women won’t deter the drive 
for it, its backers said today. 
Church scholars also cited an 
evident rift in church thinking 
about the issue. 


“ It’s fair to say that there's a 
division between the church 
leadership and the scholarly 
com m unity,” 
said the 
Rev. 
Richard JVlcBrien, 
a 
noted 
Catholic theologian of Boston 
College. 


He noted that the V atican’s 
Pontifical Biblical Commission 
recently concluded there are no 
Scriptural obstacles to ordain­ 
ing women. That body of Bible 
experts disclosed Thursday that 
it 
recom mended 
accepting 
women priests. 


But 
the 
new 
doctrinal 
declaration, 
issued 
sim ul­ 
taneously with approval of Pope 
Paul VI, said women could not 
be ordained because Jesus was 
a man, chose only male apostles 
and only men could naturally 
represent him 


“ This can only have a very 
negative effect on women,” said 
Sister Kathleen Keating, head of 
the 
National 
Assembly 
of 
Women Religious. But “ the 
papacy has m ade statem ents 
before that have been reversed 
later.” 


“ The question needs to m a­ 
ture in the church and it has not 
yet m atured,” she said. She 
noted that there also were no 
blacks. O rientals or gentiles 
among Jesus’ apostles, but that 
didn’t imply exclusion. 


Sister M argaret Ellen Traxler 
of Chicago, an officer of the Na­ 


tional Coalition of A m erican 
Nuns, called the new papal 
declaration 
only 
“ darkness 
before the daw n,” -nd said it 
won’t dampen women’s call to 
the priesthood. 


“ We re on the threshhold of a 
renewal of Christianity, and or­ 
dination of women is going to 
bring it,” she said. 


S everal' sizable 
Catholic 
gatherings recently have sup­ 
ported 
women’s 
ordination, 
including a 1975 “ O rdination 
Now” conference, and a 1976 
“ Call to Action” conference 
representing

Powder Plant Blast Probed 


ISSAQUAH, Wash. (AP) — Federal agents are investigating the 
cause of blasts at an explosives m anufacturing plant that killed 
three workmen, scattered debris over a quarter-m ile area and 
sheared off the tops of nearby trees. One workman was m issing 
and two other suffered minor injuries in the explosions which oc­ 
curred Thursday shortly before a 3 p.m. shift change at the 
Pyrodex Corp. facility about 30 miles east of Seattle in the Cascade 
Mountain f<)othills. Pyrodex makes a substitute for black powder, 
which is used in muzzle-loading weapons. 


Plant Workers Overcome 


OPELIKA, Ala. (AP) — The Lee County Hospital emergency 
room “ turned into bedlam " as nearly 100 factory workers were 
brought in for treatm ent of carbon monoxide poisoning suffered in 
a plant sealed against unaccustomed cold weather. Ambulances, 
police cars and fire trucks all were pressed into service Thursday 
to transport the w orkers from the Diversified Products Corp. 
manufacturing plant here. When it was all over, 94 patients had 
been treated at the emergency room. Thirty-three were admitted 
for overnight observation, but none was in serious condition. The 
plant was shut down briefly, but the normal work shift of nearly 
600 employes was back on the job after toxicologists at nearby 
Auburn University determined what had stricken the workers. 


Catholics Integrating Schools 


JOHANNESBURG, South Africa (AP) — Archbishop Joseph 
Fitzgerald, South A frica's top Roman Catholic, says his church is 
integrating its schools because “we could no longer live with our 
conscience.” The 63-year-old Irishm an who cam e to South Africa 
as a missionary in 1048 said in an interview with The Associated 
Press, “ If the government’s new sports policy can allow a black 
and a white to batter one another in a boxing ring, then why can’t 
they allow black and while children to sit behind the sam e desk?” 
Last week about 80 black, Indian and “ colored” (m ixed race) 
children were adm itted to nine of the 171 Catholic schools. The 
Anglican and Methodist churches indicated they would follow suit. 


Urges Oil Conservation 


PARIS (AP) —- The Organization for Economic Cooperation and 
Development called on the United State« and the other non-Coni- 
munlst industrial nations today to launch m ajor oil conservation 
programs to ward off higher and higher oil prices due to greatly 
increased consumption. It also urged large-scale expansion of 
domestic energy production. A study made public today by the 
24-nation secretariat said unless current trends are modified, the 
United States and the other countries in the organization will be 
importing 35 million barrels of oil a day by 1985. 50 per cent more 
than they do now. Conservation m easures recommended for the 23 
W estern countries and Japan included letting prices of oil 
products rise to their world levels, setting vehicle speed limits and 
vehicle efficiency standards, «monitoring industrial conservation 
efforts, requiring insulation and tightening building codes.

ing, held in tn£ basement of a 
bank in Sister Lakes, Women 
lor the Survival of Agriculture 
in Michigan (WSAM) was 
formed. And since that meet- 
ing, similar groups have 
formed across the country and 
have unified into a coalition 
-calling themselves American 
Agri-Women. 


And today, six years after 


that first meeting, the women 
are fighting to muster all the 
political clout they can, both in 
Lansing and in Washington. 
WSAM 
now 
has 
three 


chapters in Michigan, and its 
members 
have been 
ins- 


trumental and in some cases 
directly responsible for helping 
hundreds of farm women from 
all over the country form their 
own individual groups as part 
of the national AAW. 


AAW was formed in 1974, 


three years after the first 
WSAM meeting, at a meeting 
of the National Farm Wives 
Forum, a convention sponsored 
by Farm Wives News. By 1976 
AAW had organized its own 
convention. The three-day af- 
fair in Kansas City attracted 
250 women from 39 states. 
• The national group 
now 


claims membership nearing 
2,000 from 14 stales, 'with 
numbers growing everyday. 
.-'. AAW National Coordinator 
Sharon Sleffans of 
Grand 


Rapids says 
plans are 


already underway for next 
year's convention. 


The original founder 
of 


WSAM, Mrs. Conde Canneld of 
Keeter said although she finds 
it hard to believe that AAW 


developed so fast, she is not 
entirely surprised.

in the Southwest 


Michigan get better prices for 
their fruit there was much 
enthusiasm. "We thought that 
since we had enthusiasm and 
we could se« the need for it (a 
national 
group 
of 
farm 


uvmen), we would make it our 
goal; but we looked at it in 
terms of long-range goal," she 
said. 


The women say they consider 


themselves partners in the 
farm businesses, often times 
taking on the roles of accoun- 
tant and business manager, 
and given the responsibility of 
keeping up with state and 
federal legislation that affects 
their businesses. 


"Most of our husbands are so 


busy putting in and getting out 
the crops that they just didn't 
have the time to go out and 
fight for their interests," Mrs. 
Canfield said. "That's where 
we fit in." 


As members of their local 


state groups, the women are 
able to focus on state-wide 
problems, 
which, because of 


the diversity of agriculture, 
can be very different depend- 
ing on what area. AAW func- 
tions as a "communications 
link-up" for the organizations 
to work on issues of national 
concern. 


"Agriculture has a very 


fragmented voice in Washing-, 
ton," said Mrs. Steffans, a 
one-time president of WSAM. 
"As time goes on AAW is going 
to encourage agriculture to 
present a more united front; 
we've got to have more poli- 
tical clout"

November, the women covered 
topics on world trade, working 
with the consumer, farm labor 
legislation and other issues of 
major importance to agricul- 
ture.'

' In discussing the need for an 
organization like AAW, Mrs, 
Steffans said: "Back when 


most congressmen were from 
farm backgrounds, farmers 
had sufficient political clout; 
they didn't need the lobbying 
they do now. And at that time 
farmers weren't dealing with 
such broad markets; it was just 
a 
vastly 
different,

complicated business." 
To achieve another of their 


'goals of educating both the 
consumer and farmer, the 
women hare taken to the road. 


The most energetic and 


dynamic spokesman .for the 
group is Mrs. Laura Heuser of 
Hartford. One of the original 
members 
of WSAM, Mrs. 


Heuser said she came along at 
the right time with a "par- 
ticular set of talents" that were 
needed. 


Her official title is state 


communications director for 
WSAM, but she says she also 
functions as an "evangelist" 
for agriculture and an or- 
ganizer for AAW. Armed with 
a horticulture degree from 
MSU, a lifetime in agriculture, 
and a "gift of speech," she 
took to the road five years ago 
to promote the cause. 


Her tour has taken her to 


almost every, state m the union 
speaking before farmer, con- 
sumer and women's groups, 
and to anyone else who cares to 
listen. Her message is simple: 
farmers must have input into 
the decision-making processes 
•where agriculture is concerned. 
She says that farmers will no 
longer be content to sit back . 
and let any government tell 
them what and how much they 
ought to grow and bow much to 
sell it for. - 


Like AAW and WSAM, she 


advocates'unity among the 
major farm groups. "When we 
have a national problem, we 
must be able to speak with 
national strength," she said. 


"There is no doubt in my 


mind," Mrs. Heuser says; - 
"that American Agri-Woman 
will soon be a major voice for 
agriculture."

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Farm Wives Want 
Clout In Capitol

What started out as 20 angry 
southwestern Michigan farm 
wives meeting to figure out 
some way to get better prices 
for products grown on their 
farms, has now blossomed into 
a 
nationwide 
organization 
whose leaders are determined 
to be a lobby for major farm 
issues 
and 
a 
“ voice” 
of 
American agriculture. 


Shortly after that first meet­ 
ing, held in the basement of a 
bank in Sister Lakes, Women 
for the Survival of Agriculture 
in 
Michigan 
(WSAM) 
was 
formed. And since that meet­ 
ing. 
sim ilar 
groups 
have 
formed across the country and 
have unified into a coalition 
-calling themselves American 
Agri-Women. 


And today, six years after 
that first meeting, the women 
are fighting to muster all the 
political clout they can, both in 
Lansing and in Washington. 
WSAM 
now 
has 
three 
chapters in Michigan, and its 
members 
have 
been 
ins­ 
trumental and in some cases 
directly responsible for helping 
hundreds of farm women from 
all over the country form their 
own individual groups as part 
of the national AAW. 


AAW was formed in 1974. 
three years after the first 
WSAM meeting, at a meeting 
of the National Farm Wives 
Forum, a convention sponsored 
by Farm Wives News. By 1976 
AAW had organized its own 
convention. The three-day af­ 
fair in Kansas City attracted 
250 women from 39 states. 


The

now 
claims membership nearing 
2,000 from 
14 states, with 
numbers growing everyday. 


AAW National Coordinator 
Sharon 
Steffans of 
Grand 
Rapids 
says 
plans 
are

The 
original 
founder 
of 
WSAM. Mrs. Connie Canfield of 
Keeler said although she finds 
it hard to believe that AAW 


developed so fast, she is not 
entirely surprised. 


Mrs. Canfield said that when 
WSAM was formed to help 
growers 
in 
the 
Southwest 
Michigan get better prices for 
their fruit there was much 
enthusiasm. “We thought that 
since we had enthusiasm and 
we could see the need for it (a 
national 
group 
of 
farm 
women), we would make it our 
goal; but we looked at it in 
terms of long-range goal," she 
said. 


The women say they consider 
themselves partners in the 
farm businesses, often times 
taking on the roles of accoun­ 
tant and business manager, 
and given the responsibility of 
keeping up with state and 
federal legislation that affects 
their businesses. 


"Most of our husbands are so 
busy putting in and getting out 
the crops that they just didn’t 
have the time to go out and 
fight for their interests,” Mrs. 
Canfield said. “ That’s where 
we fit in.” 


As members of their local 
state groups, the women are 
able to focus on state-wide 
problems, 
which, because of 
the diversity of agriculture, 
can be very different depend­ 
ing on what area. AAW func­ 
tions as a “ communications 
link-up" for the organizations 
to work on issues of national 
concern. 


“Agriculture 
has 
a 
very 
fragmented voice in Washing­ 
ton,” said Mrs. Steffans, a 
one-time president of WSAM. 
“As time goes on AAW is going 
to encourage agriculture to 
present a more united front; 
we’ve got to have more poli­ 
tical clout.” 


At 
its 
convention 
in 
November, the women covered 
topics on world trade, working 
with the consumer, farm labor 
legislation and other issues of 
major importance to agricul­ 
ture. 


In discussing the need for an 
organization like AAW, Mrs. 
Steffans said: 
“ Back when 


most congressmen were from 
farm 
backgrounds, 
farmers 
had sufficient political clout; 
they didn’t need the lobbying 
they do now. And at that time 
farmers weren’t dealing with 
such broad markets; it was just 
a 
vastly 
different, 
less 
complicated business.” 


To achieve another of their 
"goals of educating both the 
consumer 
and 
farm er, 
the 
women have taken to the road. 


The 
most 
energetic 
and 
dynamic spokesman for the 
group is Mrs. Laura Heuser of 
Hartford. One of the original 
members 
of 
WSAM, 
Mrs. 
Heuser said she came along at 
the right time with a “ par­ 
ticular set of talents” that were 
needed. 


Her official title is state 
communications director for 
WSAM, but she says she also 
functions as an “ evangelist” 
for agriculture and an or­ 
ganizer for AAW. Armed with 
a horticulture degree from 
MSU, a lifetime in agriculture, 
and a “gift of speech,” she 
took to the road five years ago 
to promote the cause. 


Her tour has taken her to 
almost every state in the union 
speaking before farm er, con­ 
sumer and women's groups, 
and to anyone else who cares to 
listen. Her message is simple; 
farmers must have input into 
the decision-making processes 
where agriculture is concerned. 
She says that farmers will no 
longer be content to sit back 
and let any government tell 
them what and how much they 
ought to grow and how much to 
sell it for. 


Like AAW and WSAM, she 
advocates unity among the 
major farm groups. “When we 
have a national problem, we 
must be able to speak with 
national strength,” she said. 


"There is no doubt in my 
mind,” 
Mrs. 
Heuser 
says, 
"that American Agri-Woman 
will soon be a major voice for 
agriculture.”

SOUTH HAVEN — The proposal of a professional planner that 
South Haven’s airport become a regional facility was endorsed by 
members of the South Haven city council last night. Council 
members met with representatives from area townships to review 
the final draft of a 2ft-year master plan for developing the airport. 
A planner, Nigel Finney of R. Dixon Speas Associates of Min­ 
neapolis, has recommended a three-phased improvement 
program that would cost an estimated $2,262,000 through 1995. 


Tlie planner concluded that the airport would not be able to 
sustain itself on operationaal revenue and recommended that 
several governmental units band together to broaden the taxing 
base. The master plan calls for the ultimate construction of a 5.300 
foot long. 150 foot wide main runway and a 3,600 foot long cross- 
wind runway. A sophisticated microwave landing system would be 
installed, the terminal building enlarged and other service facili­ 


ties such as hangars improved. 


The first phase of the project, scheduled to be completed by 1980, 
would cost $1,087,000. Work would consist of land acquisition, 
construction of a portion of the main runway and installation of 
landing equipment and lights. The federal government would 
contribute $874,650 toward the first phase while the state would 
pay $93,125. The local contribution would be $119,225. It was noted 
that funding from the federal and state agencies would not be 
available before 1979. however. 


City councilmen attending the meeting noted that the city would 
not Ik' able to finance the project alone. It was noted that only half 
of the current users of the airport live in South Haven. Covert 
township Supervisor Jerry Sarno suggested that the city consider 
creating an airport authority similar to the makeup of the South 
Haven Community Hospital authority.

bill designed to move up the 
time for Sunday sales from 2

Christmas. 
But 
someone editing the language of 
the measure incorrectly lumped 
beer and wine with liquor. 


This means about 70 per cent 
of the those firms licensed to 
sell booze on Sunday no longer 
meet state requirements. That’s 
because transferring beer and 
wine sales from (he ’’food goods 
and other services” category to 
liquor has increased their liquor 
sales to more than 50 per cent of 
the total. 


The state Court of Appeals 
ruled recently that beer and 
wine sales can be included with 
food sales. 


Although the mistake means 
most establishments are violat­ 
ing the law, Roger Rqsendale of 
the Liquor Control Commission

“ We don’t have the time or 
people to check every one, and 
there was no legislative intent 
for this to happen. The real

PHILADELPHIA (AP) — Bjorn Borg strode into the interview 
area of the Spectrum. His long, blond hair dripped with sweat. He 
wore a coonskin coat. In the crook of his arm he cradled eight 
tennis racquets strung to an unbelieveable 80-pound tension. 


His strong Viking face Was a frozen mask. Who could have 
guessed that this 20-year-old phenom of the burgeoning world of 
tournament tennis had just been wiped out in a second-round 
match of the U.S. Pro Indoor Championship? 


Win or lose, Borg always has managed to retain an icy, unflap­ 
pable reserve. On this occasion, there was a more understandable 
balm. 


The ink was hardly dry on the $100,000 check he had picked up 
three days earlier for beating Jimmy Connors in the televised 
Grand Slam of Tennis final at Boca Raton, Fla Outside in the hall, 
a man was waiting to offer him $1.5 million to sign a contract with 
the Cleveland Nets of World Team Tennis. 


In the wings were two of Borg’s chief rivals for world honors — 
Connors, the game’s “ hit man,” a court assassin on the loose, and 
Ilie Nastase, the mad Romanian given to crazed outbursts which 
sadly blunt one of the game’s greatest talents 


Connors got a reported $750,000 for signing with Lamar Hunt’s 
World Championship of Tennis this season. He is guaranteed 
$500,000 for a challenge match against Nastase, who gets $100,000, 


in Puerto Rico March 5, and he meets Nastase in a $11)0,000- 
wlnner-take-all Challenge Cup final April 10 at Las Vegas. 


It is the new face of tennis — with money cascading like Niagara 
Falls into the pockets of the white pants brigade. 


It is the “ in” thing. Court complexes are mushrooming. More 
than 30 million now play it. And promoters with the aid of 
television are producing a new sports breed — young, rich, cons­ 
tantly on the move and thoroughly spoiled. 


Everyone is asking: When will the bubble burst? 
Tennis administrators are concerned. “ There are 500 players 
seeking tournament spots — 215 in our organization,” says Bob 
Briner, executive director of the Association of Tennis Profes­ 
sionals. "We have 70 tournaments in the Grand Prix this year with 
$8 million in prize money. Our aim is to spread the talent as evenly 
as possible among the promoters.” 


So far, no one has seen the bottom of tennis' money well. Con­ 
nors earned $687,335 in prize money last season. Nastase went over 
$500.000, Borg $400,000. Ten players made $200.000 or more, 16 
were above $100,000 and 43 in excess of $50,000 
Mostly they are kids in short shorts, with bulging bankrolls, 
racquets strung like Stradivariuses, an endless stream of camp 
followers who all look like long-tressed Farah Fawcetts — and 
always handy, an airplane timetable. 


"What a life,” someone was heard to remark in the 
headquarters hotel restaurant here. "You travel the world at 
someone else's expense and you travel with a harem.”

Still Baffled By 


String Of Fires 


LUDINGTON, Mich. (AP) — Mason County authorities 
say they are baffled by a strange string of fires which have 
caused more than $1 million dam age and claimed two lives* 
in less than a month. Sheriff W alter C arrier said six of the 
seven fires, which started Dec. 27, seemingly were due to 
natural causes. The other at the headquarters of an anti- 
poverty agency in Custer on Dec. 28, apparently was arson. 
But Carrier said there is too little evidence to prove it. 


The latest blaze destroyed the Acme Disposal Co. east of 
Ludington on Tuesday night. H am lin Township fire of­ 
ficials said damage was nealy $250.000, including two huge 
garbage collection trucks lost in the flames. Cause of the 
fire is unknown, fire officials and the sheriff said. Three 
fire departm ents fought the Acme Disposal blaze for more 
than two hours. There were no injuries. 


The fires began Dec. 27 with flam es doing at least $25,000 
dam age to a form er cheese factory in Scottville. The 
following night, there was $220.000 dam age in the fire at 
Five-CAP, the anti-poverty agency. A New Y ear’s Eve fire 
destroyed the Keeling Colonial Shoppe in Ludington. caus­ 
ing $230,000 damage. The fatalities occurred Jan. 12 when 
two infant boys were killed as their mobile home burned 
near Fountain. 


On Jan. 17, Pom orski’s Tavern in Ludington was des­ 
troyed. However, no dollar estim ate of that loss is availa­ 
ble. Another fire occurred Monday when Scotty’s W ren's 
Roost Restaurant on Hamlin Lake was destroyed. That loss 
is expected to exceed $500,000. Sheriff C arrier said there is 
no obvious link among the fires but his deputies will do 
m ore checking and may seek help from a state fire 
m arshall.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Carter administration will ap- 
peal to business and labor to 
hold down wages and prices, but 
there, is little hope of a quick 
reduction in the national rate of 
inflation, says Treasury Secre- 
tary W. Michael Blumenthal. 


"We'll be verj- conscious of 


the danger of inflation, just as 
we're conscious of the need to 
bring unemployment down," 
Blumenthal said in an intenlew 
Thursday. He said this is why 
the administration won't go

the economy.

He said President Carter's 


policy Hill be aimed at reducing 
inflation gradually over the next 
few years and that it could 
include national "targets" for 
wage and price hikes, as well as 
tax incentives to businesses to 
encourage production of goods 
in shorUupply.

He also said Carter may 


explain in a "fireside chat," or 
some other forum, "how he 
hopes labor and management 
will work together and work 
with him" to lower the inflation

Blumenthal said, resulting in a 
situation where workers may 
ask for 8 per cent hikes because 
they've "always asked for 8 per 
cent," even if 3 per cent may be 
justified. 


"We have to change the ex- 


pectations of people so that they 
feel we are making progress," 
he said. "I think you can only do 
it very gradually; you can do it 
by Convincing people you're not 
going to be irresponsible." 


Blumenthal said the "ques- 


tion of targets and general 
numbers we want to work 
toward" will be worked out in 
the next few months, and the tax 
incentives would be part of the 
over-all tax reform program 
that should be ready for Congrss 
in the early fall.

Blumentbal said.

a) Top interest on a $2,000 in­ 
sured savings certificate, let’s 
say, will be $150 a year (7 ^ per 
cent). If you wanted to stretch 
that a bit and bought some 
utility preferreds, you could — 
we’ll assume — get $170 (8»-i 
per 
cent).

b) Do you really mean just 
“more than bank interest”? Is a 
man of 32 primarily interested 
in $20 or $25 more interest in­ 
come annually? Or should he be 
trying to build that $2,000. and 
whatever he can add later, into 
a substantial stake for his 
children’s education and later, 
for his own retirement? That 
would mean taking risks, in 
equities or other property. 


Now I may be all wrong. 
Maybe you really do mean you 
want a few dollars a year more 
coming in from this $2,000 — 
but I doubt it.

INFLATION WOES 
Suit Claims 


No Quick Solution, 
Breach Of 
Blumenthal Says 
Contract

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Carter administration will ap­ 
peal to business and labor to 
hold down wages and prices, but 
there is little hope of a quick 
reduction in the national rate of 
inflation, says Treasury Secre­ 
tary W. Michael Blumenthal 
“ We'll be very conscious of 
the danger of inflation, just as 
we re conscious of the need to 
bring unemployment down,” 
Blumenthal said in an interview 
Thursday. He said this is why 
the administration won't go 
“ full steam ahead” to stimulate 
the economy. 


He said President C arter's 
policy will be aimed at reducing 
inflation gradually over the next 
few years and that it could 
include national “ targets” for 
wage and price hikes, as well as 
tax incentives to businesses to 
encourage production of goods 
in short supply. 


But if will be voluntary and 
informal, he said.

"When you’ve had an episode 
of double-digit inflation and 
you've come off that and we re 
sort of stuck at about the 5 to 6 
per cent level, it’s not easy to 
get below that,” Blumenthal 
said. 


Success of Carter's anti-infla- 
tion policy will depend in large 
part on winning the cooperation 
of 
labor 
and 
management 
leaders and this may be at­ 
tempted through a series of in­ 
formal meetings, he said. 


He also said Carter may 
explain in a "fireside chat.” or 
some other forum, “ how he 
hopes labor and management 
will work together and work 
with lum'' to lower the inflation 
rate. 


Inflation has developed a 
momentum 
of

own, 
Blumenthal said, resulting in a 
situation where workers may 
ask for 8 per cent hikes because 
they’ve “always asked for 8 per 
cent,” even if 5 per cent may be 
justified. 


“ We have to change the ex­ 
pectations of people so that they 
feel we are making progress," 
he said. “I think you can only do 
it very gradually; you can do it 
by convincing people you’re not 
going to be irresponsible.” 


Blumenthal said the “ ques­ 
tion of targets and general 
numbers we want to work 
toward” will be worked out in 
the next few months, and the tax 
incentives would be part of the 
over-all tax reform program 
that should be ready for Congrss 
in the early fall. 


Tax incentives also could be 
used to encourage productivity, 
which would have important 
anti-inflation 
consequences, 
Blumenthal said 


If it is finally agreed there 
should be "targets” for wages 
and prices, he said, decisions 
will be needed on “what kind of 
targets we want, how we discuss 
those targets with people, what 
use we make of them These are 
all open questions that we re 
now beginning work on.” 


The new treasury secretary
